Senator Kem has provided a concrete answer 
for the “state’s rights“ argument of those who 
support the Kerr natural gas bill. The Missouri 
Senator says in effect that regulation of gas 
prices by a gas-producing state is scant protec- 
tion for gas consumers in another state. 

The Senator has no quarrel with the right of 
any state to regulate prices of gas produced 
and consumed within that state, but he notes 
that such regulation may actually mean a price 
increase. When the Oklahoma Corporation 


Commission fixed prices in one gas field re- 


cently, the price rose sharply. 

That, of course, is Oklahoma’s problem. But if 
the Kerr bill ever became law, price increases 
would become a problem for every gas-consum- 
ing state. This bill would prohibit federal regu- 
lation of prices charged by producers who con- 
trol 85 per cent of our gas reserves. 

So the Kerr bill would lead either to state 
regulation, which is whati some of its supporters 
advocate, or no regulation at all. If it means 
state regulation, Oklahoma’s example offers 
little reassurance for gas customers in Missouri 
or Michigan. Why should a gas-producing state 
hold its gas prices down for the benefit of 
people elsewhere? 

Where natural gas is an interstate utility, 
federal regulation is essential. The state’s rights 
argument cannot conceal an effort by natural- 
gas interests to reach into consumers’ pockets.

Twenty-three Madison county gamblers have 
paid $4700 in fines. Now they presumably may 
go on running their handbooks and dice games 
until State’s Attorney Lewis files new informa- 
tions against them, when they will have to pay 
fines again. This is called “established custom.” 


In fact, some of these 23 were among 16 
gamblers who paid $4100 in fines to the county 
last January. The procedure was well established 
long before that, and there has been no end to 
the repetition of it. Yet gambling is illegal. 

State’s Attorney Lewis may claim that he is 
prosecuting gamblers, but he also is allowing 
them to operate as if they were paying a license 
fee instead of fines. There is a legal distinction, 
of course, but the effect is the same. 

Established custom leaves Madison county 
one of the finest oases for gamblers in Illinois, 
but a desert for vigorous law enforcement. 
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Trygve Lie Urges Coolness

Should Congressmen Report Income? 


Inquiry by Post-Dispatch Washington correspondent shows most 
Senators have outside income, writer notes; asks where money 
comes from?

New evidence has been turned up en the 
need for legislation requiring members of 
Congress to disclose the sources of their 
outside income, so their constituents can 
tell whose interests they are really repre- 
senting. 

The evidence is a survey, conducted by 
Edward A. Harris, noted Washington cor- 
respondent of the St. Louis Post-Dispatch, 
indicating that most 
Senators have in- 
come outside their 
Government pay. 

Harris was inter- 
ested primarily in 
finding out whether 
Senators were able 
to live on their Gov- 
ernment salaries of 
$12,500, plus $2500 
for expenses. He 
found most of them 
were not, Of the 43 
Senators who re- | 
plied to his questionnaire, 34 reported 
they had outside income. 

Thirty-one had income from investments; 
16 others from private business connec- 
tions; 10 from legal fees; 10 from writing 
magazine articles; 14 from fees for 
speeches.

Senators and Congressmen have 
private financial connections that may in- 
fluence the way they vote. It is almost 
impossible today, However, to know what 
those connections or interests are. In only 
a few cases are they known. 


It is well known, for instance, that Sena- 
tor Kerr, Oklahoma Democrat, currently 
pushing a bill to exempt the natural gas 
companies from control by the Federal 
Power Commission, has a big interest in 
such gas properties. But no one knows 
how many other members of Congress have 
similar connections. 


How many members of Congress today 
who are bitterly opposing the extension of 
rent control, or fought the middle income 
housing bill, have real estate confections 
or investments? Nobody knows. Yet dis- 
closure of the facts might well show that 
many of the leading opponents of such 
legislation have a selfish interest in oppos- 


4 ing them. 


A Potent “Inside Lobby” 


A few years ago, when the insurance 
companies were pushing legislation to ex- 
clude them from the anti-trust laws, a sur- 
vey disclosed that many of the proponents 
of this legislation in Congress were con- 
nected with the insurance companies. They 
were insurance lawyers, or agents or di- 
rectors in insurance companies. ‘ 


The scattered bits of evidence collected 
in recent years indicate that one of the 
most potent lobbies in Congress may be 
this “inside lobby” by members of Con-

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Outstanding Art Catalogue 


CONTEMPORARY AMERICAN PAINTING, (University 
of Illinois, 217 pqs., $1.) 
The influence of this fully-illustrated, 

thought-provoking catalogue of the third 
annual University of Illinois exhibition of 
contemporary painting in the United States 
is likely to be far-reaching in its field. If 
one can predict the future from the past, 
the catalogue will provide the basis for 
most of the reviews of the show that will 
appear in art magazines and on art pages 
of newspapers in distant cities.. The book 
itself, moreover, is finding its way into 
numerous museums, universities and pub- 
lic and private art libraries. 

The survey exhibition, in which a total 
of $7500 in prizes is to be awarded, is gen- 
erally considered the most important of 
its kind in the country. After the show 
closes April 2 at Champaign, it is to go 
on a national tour. 

Because of the remoteness of their cam- 
pus from art centers, the faculty members 
who assembled the paintings have done an 
unusually complete job of presenting the 
show within the covers of this book. Of 
147 paintings in the collection, 105 are re- 
produced. 

Max Beckmann, former teacher of fourth- 
year painting at Washington University, is 
represented by one of the five plates in 
color. To the eyes of this reviewer, who 
compared plates with the originals on a 
recent visit to the university campus, all 
the reproductions seemed of a remarkably 
high order of fidelity. 

Illuminating comments by the artists 
themselves are included in an expanded 
63-page section, about twice as big as last 
year, called Biographical Notes, which has 
been thoughtfully compiled by Prof. Edwin 
C. Rae of the university faculty. Paul Bur- 
lin, Beckmann’s successor, contributes one 
of the most assertive and inspiriting pas- 
sages: “The conscience of the artist, like 
a flying ember, sets fire to the world of 
ideas. In a land that looks upon the artist 
as a man of monkeyshines, still it is the 
artist who sets the pace.
